THE RESURGENT SOUTH. 
Politically the southern people 
may be fated to much longer flound- 
er around, uncaptained and chart- 
But in spite 


less, in the doldrums. 
of their poverty of statesmanship 
and national potency, they are re- 
turning to their ancient ranking in 
industrial and commercial  conse- 
quence. 

It is certainly paralyzing to the 
vocal chords of the ragged rem- 
nant of our old “Calamity Howlers” 
association to read that during the 
12-year period from 1914 to 1925 
the value of manufactured products, 
originating in the southeastern 
states only, was increased more 
than triple—that is, from $1,154,- 
000,000 to $3,494,000,000! 

Also let the reader make note of 
the astonishing fact that this rate 
of growth in manufactures in our 
southeastern region was nearly one 


‘and a half times greater than that 


for the United States as a whole! 
Again, consider the prophetic 
fact that in the generation of hydro- 


electric power the southeast has in- | 


creased 31 per cent in the past two 
years—not 12, but two—and that 
increase is more than double the 
rate in the United States as a whole. 
It is fairly impossible to put into 
figures how profoundly that devel- 
opment of power has stimulated the 
demands and buying power in the 
regions affected by it. 

The economic engineers who 
have surveyed and reported upon 
the developing. situation in our

These new industries, mostly un- 
der owner-management, are encour- 
aging the installation of the latest 
types of machinery, employment of 
the most approved production meth- 
ods, and prompt response to shift- 
ing demands of their markets. Fur- 
ther inévitable extensions of manu- 
facturing activities are sure to in- 
crease the employments of labor 
and skill, increase popular purchas- 
ing power and consuming demands, 
and create a general change for the 
better in the living standards of the 
population. All of which means 
that we will oper2zte in our region 
on a new financial basis. building a 
freer circulation of money, more 
cash purchases ard mere reserve 
capital.
